Tang was additionally charged to- 


gether with Tsoi On, office coolly 
employed ‘at the Secretariat, with 
conspiracy.to.receive the bribe. 
*, Tang, who. was on ball of $500, 
was represented by Mr C. A. S, Russ, 
and -Sub-Inspector J. O'Donovan 
prosecuted, Second Defendant was 
not. represented. . 


Inspector O'Donovan stated that 
aa a result of certain complaints, he 
gave two Chinese, Li Kang-ming 
and Chan Chung, two marked $I 
notes, and thry were told to apply 
for a fre-cracker permit. * 

About 11 a.m, on April 22, the 
{wo men went to the general office 
of the Scerctarlat for Chinese 
Affairs and there saw first Defen--. 
dont. ; 

Li applied for a permit to use 
fire-crackers ond said that It was 
for celebrating hls baby brother's 
month-old ibirihday. If was alleged 
that first Defendant told Lt that it 
Was no occasion to fire crackers, 

The two witnesses then left, but 

returned later, and it is alleged that 
first Defendant sald -$1 tea money 
would have to be paid to him before 
a permit would be granted, Li gave 
a $1 note to first Defendant, and 
latcr recelved the permit. 
' Acting -on instructions, Li and 
Chan-went, to see Inspector Morcton 
of. the Sceretariat ‘and told. bim what 
had -happened. - First Defendant was 
searched, and was seen by Inspec- 
tor Moreton to take something out of 
his trouser pocket and throw it to 
the ground. The article was picked 
up and found to be a $J note, The 
hote was later examined by Inspec- 
tor O'Donovan and found to be one 
of those he’ had given: to Li and 
Chan, : 

After his arrest, Defendant, in a 
statement to the Police, said that the 
$1 note was given to him volun- 
tarily and. that he did not take it a~ 
a bribe. - ;

Inspector O'Donovan . stated that 
Chan Chung would say in evidence 
that on April 3, he went to the 
offices of the Secretariat to apply 
for a fire-cracker permit. Waiting 
his turn, he was told by second

The toxold arrests the progress of 
Icprosy in an afflicted person twice as 
fast os -the only other known treat- 
ment, which is. medication with 
choulmoogra oll, ..The older treat- 
ment took up to four years. 


The. percentage of cures (progress 
of the diseasg: completely arrested) 
Is 20 per . cent greater thon with 
chaulmoogra: oll? ! 


The toxold brings the progress of 
the, disease to a full stop, clears up 
early cases completely and permao- 
nently, ae ¥ 


There is a strong possiblity that 
the use of the toxoid will immunize; 
freeing doctors, nurses and families 
of patients from risk of catching the 
disense, 5 ‘ 

Diet Variation 


Dr Collfer shares credit for the 
discovery with a young German, Dr 
Manfred J, Oberdoerffer,” who was 
sent to Africa [In 1936 by the British 
Empire Leprosy Relief Association. 
While examining leprous patients (he 
examined more than 50,000), Dr 
Oberdoertfer stumbled upon a curious 
fnct.. Two native tribes, living on 
opposite sides of a river, llving iden- 
tical ves, had a pronounced diffor- 
ence in health: on one side leprosy 
was prevalent, on the other side it 
was rare. se .

Colocasia, the young German not- 
ed, contained a strong poison, which 
killed small animals, and’ which, in 
human, {injured the adrenal glands. 

He formed an hypothesis: perhaps 
injury -to .the adrenal glands gave 
leprosy a chance to get a foothold in 
the body. 5 : 


In collaboration Dr Oberdoerffer 
and Dr Collier, began their first ex- 
periments with Rhesus monkcys, 
tried varlous:methods to stimulate 
the adrenal-glands of those infected 
with Jeprous bacilli. 

Chemical solutions did not work: 
Short wave diathermy to increase the 
active™ blood fow was a failure. 
Finally the doctors came to diph- 
theria toxold, on the theory that 
since diphtheria damaged the ad- 
renals the toxoid against diphtherla 
would stimulate the glands, It did.

—° Greater Distancés - i 
| Consensus Of Opinions i 
(By “Birdie”) 


THE SATURATED STATE of the courses over 
the week-end and over the past weck or so, has 
softened the ground far beyond usual expecta- 
tions, and though there has been considerably 
more cutting up than would otherwise have been, 
it has been very pleasant to divot one’s iron shots. 


But while. it is natural that iron distances on heavy 
courses should be considerably shorter than those on 
hard, there scems to have been quite some shortages in 
carry, too.

Mra Gladys Hazell of Hongkong, who has for sonte timo 


past been driving an ambulance at Home, writes the following 
letter from an important southeast town in England:. a 


We had our worse time of all 
on Sunday,. and {it was quite the 
worst raid ‘ever.. They were un- 
fortunate, for they seeped "8 
lot of heavy. stuff after incen- 
diaries, and. so much of the 
heavy stuff scored direct hits on 
shelters, We left here (17 miles 
away) ‘and drove fn convoy. to 
the distributing post. just inside 
the city, and this. was a night- 
mare drive one felt terribly 
conspicuous on a lonely road in 
the’bright, moonlight, in convoy. 

Immediately .my ambulance ar- 
rived, two of us were sent ‘off to a 
post ‘in the heart of the clty, and 
from there we had our orders for 
various, incidents, -It was the first 
time we have ‘actually been driving 
while heavy H.E. bombs were drop- 
pling around us, some uncomfortably 
close, and I am very glad In a way, 
tor nobody knows how one will re- 
uct, and I didn’t let myself down, 
thank goodness. We just drove as 
hard as we could when the stuff was 
dropping nround us and hoped for the 
best, and the best happened—so that 
was that. Driving with masorry fall- 
ing arqund you and debris all over 
the place: besides the crashing of 
bombs, some very near, os well as 
fires from incendlaries—though they 
do‘glve some Ught at times—is by no 
means casy, especially at speed.

Big Meal 

I got back soon after 1 p.m.

No 
breakfast, and supper’ before I went 
on duty last evening was only toast 
und marmalade, because I had a bout 
of indigestion, so I ate one of the 
biggest meals I have eaten for a 
long time. Then I went ‘straight to 
bed and ubsolutcly “died” unti!

In all these cases the forward 
assembly + of supplies was es- 
pecially notable and contributed 
immensely* to the subsequent 
speed of the German movements. 
It is a practice which is hardly 
possible in face of an active 
enemy air force too strong to 
be beaten out of the air, because 
in such a case large ammunition 
and supply .dumps in forward 
‘ayeas offer the most inviting of 
targets and are likely to become 
nothing but ‘bonfires.- . 


Likewise one of: these perfect- 
ly co-ordinated and timed blitz- 
kriegs, once set in motion, is 
difficult to check or to reorient 
in direction, so that it is especi- 
ally vulnerable to sharp attacks 
by strong enemy armoured, 
forces on its flanks or rear, and 
particularly to an enemy turn- 
ing movement which might as-

In The Balkans 


Exactly the same considera- 
tions apply to the most recent 
example of blitzkreig, the Bal- 
kan campaign. Here the Ger- 
mans were able successively to 
occupy Rumania and Bulgaria 
and to establish control of the 
Hungarian railways. Then they 
had well over a month in which 
to establish their supply dumps 
in Bulgaria, concentrate their 
forces, make ready for any evén- 
tuality. ‘ : 

They knew exactly -how they 
were going to attack Greece, and 
what they were going to do if 
Yugoslavia turned recalcitrant, 
When the time came, they ‘did 
those things. The Yugoslav 
government of Cvetkovich was 
overthrown, but not before it had 
doomed its country by refusing,

Bet- 
ter—and safer; for the new 
techniques of total ‘war are 
most dangerous when the 
aggressor has had plenty of 
time, undisturbed, to make 
his plans and launch his at- 
tack. The best defence is 
to upset him by some sort 
of vigorous offensive action 
before he is all set. 


Looking back over the 
blitzkrieg campaigns of this 
War, we can see how true 
this is. 


Polish Campaign 


In Poland, the Germans acted 
in accordance with a plan which 
they had had plenty of time to 
work out very thoroughly. 
They knew exactly what they 
were going to do, and how, and 
with what forces, and against 
what sort of opposition. More, 
they had plenty of time to bring 
up their troops to their jump- 
off positions, to assemble sup- 
plies well. forward, to .make 
every sort of preparation; even 
to rehearsals by staffs and by 
units of certain parts of the 
operations. ° 


While all this was going on, 
they were not disturbed by ‘any 
fexr of attack; their. opponents 
were indulging i in ‘wishful think- 
ing and futile negotiations.

Likewise one of these perfect- 
ly ‘co-ordinated and timed blitz- 
kriegs, once set in motion, is 
difficult to check or to reorient 
in direction, so that it is especi- 
ally vulnerable to: sharp attacks 
by strong enemy armoured 
forces on its flanks or rear, and 
particularly to an enemy turn- 
ing movement which might as-

They knew ‘exactly how they 
were going to attack Greece, and 
what they were going to do if 
Yugoslavia turned recalcitrant. 
When the time came, they did 
those things.

Plan Has 
Weaknesses 


Meditating upon these things,

with respectful caution in the 
face of an enemy who is likely 
to hit back. The British’ ‘against 
Graziani, the British in East 
Africa carried out campaigns 
with almost the same freedom 


of action as the Germans in Po- - 


land and Norway, with similar 
results. 


Best Defence 


The evidence is overwhelming 
—static. defence is doomed, the

“hot irons” their owners call them—have g grown from a ‘tinker- 


shop hobby idea to a 


great national sport in only two years, 


and to-day there are from 12, :000 to 15,000 of these roaring 12 
to 18-inch models burning rubber on ‘several hundred tracks 


throughout the country. 


When the American Minature 
Race Car Associatlon, formed re- 
cently to govern races, held Its first 
annual speed classic here recently, 
midget racers from all over the 
country competed in the meet. 


Birth of Idea 


IHREE brothers in tilis city—Tom, 

Russell and Haerris Dooling—are 

given much. of the eredIit for minia- 
ture racing in its present form. 


They had been model scroplane 
enthuslasts, but they became tired 
of thie all-too-numerous crack-ups| 

of thelr small power planes und 

began experimenting with a midget 
racing car, equipped with 4 motor 
they had used in their alreraft. 

They ,tested the machine on a 
circular’ track, controlling it at the 
end of a fine stecl cable, affixed to nu 
centre post. 


Others, seelng the miniature car 


‘|roaring around the track powered by 
-lits orfe half horsepower 


aeroplane 
motor, thrilled to the idea of own- 
ing their own racing car in Tom 
Thumb size, and quickly the hobby, 
spread. 


The Dooling brothers began to 


{receive orders for miniature racers, 


they -enlnrged thelr shop; and one 
by one gave up thelr jobs ta devote 
full time to the building of “spindis- 
ales.” . 


To-day, the Doolings turn out 
from 400 to 500 of the midget 
racers cach month, and there are 
approximately 10 other miniature 
racing car manufacturera in the 
country, barely able to keep’ pace 
with hebbylsts’ demands. 


Speed Records 


Te speed record for 
miniatures now stands at ap- 
proximately 79 miles an hour, and 
somic idea.of the power these small 
motors ‘generate may be gained 
from the fact that they do from 
10.000 to 15,000 revolutions per 
minute, ag compared to 3,500 RPM, 
considered very high specd for a 
atandard-sized automobile, : 
Most of the midget cars represent 
un investment of ‘approximately $50, 
from $20 to $30 for the autmobile 
and from $16 to $35 for the motor. 
| Most of the cars have direct drives, 
eliminating: the need’ for gear shifts, 
Each owner has his own fuel formula.

+ The President declared that all of 
American history $s tied up In the’ 
world's freedom of the seas and he 
reviewed past naval actions, notipg 
the effectiveness during the first 
World War of convoys. ‘ 

“In this second world war, the 
problem Is greater because the attack 
on the freedom of the scas ts four- 
fold; first, Improved © sabmuarines; 
second, much greater use of heavily 
armed raiding crulsers and hit-run 
battleships; third, bombers; fourth, 
the destruction of ‘merchantmen in 
ports accessible to bombers.” ‘
